Georgo jIuc- 
Donald, M. P., of Canada, sal in tho 
smoking room of tlio St. Nicliolas 
Hotel ou ^^'t.■dne:;>;;ly l;is(, a wcII-iU-l'sh- 
ed young man saiintcncLl in ami greet- 
ed inm, saying '.Sir Goorgo .MacDoimld, 
how do you duV i don't auijpoHO you 
. know me, bat I have heard my father 
' often speak of you. My father and 
sister are Ktopping at this hon.'-o.' ^iir 
George Macdonald was well accpiaint- 
od with the family, aud highly pleased 
at meeting the son of hi:; entecned 
friend. Both sat chatting and huighiiig 
for some time, until tho stranger pro- 
posed to Sir George Macdonald that 
tbey should take a walk. Sir Gcorgo 
was pleased tt) liiid a comjianion who 
could show hiiii tiio f-ights. They 
\valkod up jjroa'lv.ay, ami ^vheIl pass- 
ing No. the young stnuiger sud- 
denly exclaimed, 'Why, Sir George, 
this is the day of the' drawing of the 
great lottery. I purclir.sed a tieket, 
and the drawing is to tid;o place to-day. 
Would you iiiiuii accompanying me?' 
SirGeorgo ac'.]^uiesced,and both entered 
the well-known gambling deu at tilG. 
Several mea were seated at the table, 
and as tho strangei' ' Handed in his 
ticket he received $.50.

The man vho oaaaes two blades of grass 
to grow where one grew before is a bene- 
factor of his race." Thus wrolo a woll 
known modern philosopher, whose views 
oa most subjects aro still ftyooptoil as 
"household woi\la" whorever tlio English 
language is spokou. Every fiu'mOL' wlio 
Bubdiu'S n tract of wild iiuul aud causes 
lifo-sufitiiining coroiils to Hpiing up where 
weeds aud tliistlos grew before; or ^\llo 
obeys the laws of selection and improvea 
the character of Lis stock; or who 
drains & piece of swamp and culti- 
vates. the rich bottom that lies beneath; or 
who tlirowB up a dyke aud rescues from 
the embrace of the sea lands that have 
been Bubjeot to overflow for ages, is 
a public benefactor, whose name is 
entitled to a higher placo on the scroll 
of fame than the warrior who seeks glory 
■in battle's magnilicontly ateru array. The 
one oroatas, so to spo ik, and produecH, 
and the other consmncs and destroys. 

At tho lowest estimate there uro at this 
writing on both sides of the Lower Eraser 
River 100,000 acres of J:uul subject 
to ovorllow that miglit ho dyked aud 
drained at a cost which, in compaiiaon 
with their market value when prepared 
for the plough, would be ridiculously 
small. As those lands nowstand they are 
practically valnelcss. But if dykes from 
three to five feet in height woro erected 
their worth to individuals and tho country 
would bo almost incalculable. On sever- 
al occasions during tho past few weeks wo 
have shown from well-digested statistics 
supplied by a Paget Sound coutemporary, 
tlio gre.'itn'jd ever-iucreasing vuliio of tile 
tide lauds at the mouths of Snohomish 
and ^winomish rivers, which lie ou tlio 
American side nearly due East of Vic- 
toria. We have shown that from ouo 
small farm of 100 uores there aro taken 
each year an average of /ii/ie.';/-i.'.c bu/hgls 
offraiiilo the acre, which at tuo very low- 
est market price :.i worth one dollar a 
bushel. Here, then, wo have jiroduce re- 
presenting a money value of $$600, from 
what, for this part of the world, is really 
a small farm. Now, if thera bo 100,000 
acera of tideland on the Lower Fraser 
capable of redemption and cultivation, 
There should bo 1000 farms each of 100 
acres in extent. Wo will supijoso the 
Fraser tide lauds dyked, drained and oul- 
tivated and produomg an average of 10 
bushels to the aora (we have reason to be- 
lieve the yield would bo much greater.) 
Tiiat would givo a total auuual yield from 
tho whole tract of 4,000,000 buabola of 
grain, which, at $1 per bubhol, would bo 
worth j;-i:,000,UOO, and would require 
100 .ships each, of 1200 tons burthen to 
carry away. Tho impstus tliat would be 
given to every branch of indu.itry by the 
raising of lirge quuutities of gruin for ex- 
port in Westminster District, and by tho 
creation of Victoria into a depot for ttie 
export of grain, fish and other pro- 
ducts of the Province would be very 
great, and with the adoption of the fiim- 
plest precautions and safogmirds theyiuid 
might be largely increased over the citi- 
muto wo have given above. Oregon baa 
' been built up by her productions of grain 
and fish. There i* no natural ob.-vtaclo to 
BritiehColnmbia being similarly enriched. 

The present Government havetakeu tho 
firat practical stop tOHuidatiie opouinK of 
the agricultural i-ieLcs of tho Lo\>er Era- 
ser and adding another important contri- 
butor to the granaries of the world. Witb- 
out tbe outlay of a single dollar of the 
public money, either present or prospect- 
ive, they have ananged with a respecta- 
ble and practical (Canadian gentleman for 
the reclamation of a tract of -10,000 acre s 
of overdowed lands on tho L()v,er Eraser. 
This tract does not compriso tide lands; 
but is subject to overflow for three 
months in the spring of each year, and 
without tho introdui-'tion of a system of 
dyking it has been louiid imposMlih! to 
bring it under cullivatiou. U \ ku.s aro 
alioiu to bo introduced, and by tho fall of 
187S it is eoiitideiitiy expei'teil th.it at 
lea.st lifty families will have found homes 
thereon The benefits that will flow from 
dyking this tract will not be confined to 
the tract it-elf. Olln'r lands, nut in(;;ud- 

ed within tho liuiiti <5f Hid tlMct.Wlll III' 

protected from oveillow by tliC dyki-s ]<ro 
posed to be erccti'd, aud j-.ovonil lari.'H i a 
who, at what should bo the most I'uvor.iliU,' 
growing .'■eason of tho year have l)c!cii 
tiouhli (1 with what is kuo«ii as buek-wu- 
tor, will timl their lands protected from 
in va.sion lienccf oi 111. 

ISew \\\btiniiister])iitrict would appear 
to have been compensated for its lack of 
a good harbor for the railway teaminus by 
the richness of its soil and the facilities 
with which its lands may bo bronp'lit un- 
der cultivation.

For H long time ho aat on Iho bonch 
with ono leg crossed over tho other, 
hoiid bowed n little forward, aud mo- 
tionless ns if cp.Ht iu bronze, save a 
twisting ill and out of each other of 
hia white, shapely, sleudor hands. I 
ma^' oxce]:)t auotiior motion, but which 
was so slight us to escape notice, nii- 
Icss one like mjself wero watciiing 
him with close attention. This waaiii 
his eye lida. Tliey are Tfcry large, and 
drop over liia ovoh like two groat cui'- 
taiiiH. Onliimrily the^' wero down, 
concealing thu whole oj'e; but now 
and thou they would ri- e quickly for a 
.short distance, aijd a thin background 
of intense black would flash out upon 
tho audience. Until bo rose to speak, 
had it not been for tbin nervous twist- 
ing and mitwistiijg of his linger.^, and 
tlio oecasion.'il raising of his eyelids, 
he might have pnesoil for a chiselled 
marble or a casting of sternest bronze.

When ho rose to speak be seemed 
to he a powerful ligiire, a little above 
the medium height.

There was a lablo in front of him, aud 
to this he walked, so that he stood with 
his half face to tlie Speaker.

He was so un- 
easy; he so twisted, aud swung, and 
rocked; bis utterance was so broken 
and BO hesitating that one might al- 
most fancy that he was about to break 
down. 

Nevertheless, all tins tiino it was the 
eye and ear which toidc in these de- 
velopments. Ijiiueatb the sens(:s was 
a couvictiou that all this was of no 
account, ajnd that de.spito them ho was 
moving forward swiftly aud iiresist- 
ably. And such was the case. His 
ideas wei>; clear, luL'ic.'il in their ai- 
raii;,'oment , ami biS worils lilted lo 
eaeb tdlier like t he jew els i ii a diainoiul 
cluster.

The clock at tho Houses of Parlin- 
mentbas been stopped, and "Big Ben" 
will not be heard again until about the 
'ISth'Of September. He soiin bal ids 
last note at 1) o'cloclc, but Ibe clock- 
was not stopped ir.itil o'ehKdc, ami 
llio foiirteeii-feet miuulo band records 
that time. Only once beforo have tbo 
hands boeu stopped; this happened 
tlirongh a heavy fall of snow. Though 
all kinds of rumors have been circulat- 
ed in reference to tbe stoppage of the 
clock, tbo cause is very simple. It is 
iu Older to allow the worlcmeu toeri ct 
a scali'old iu the elockroom for the 
purpose of repainting and decoralin;,', 
and while tho repairs aro going on the 
works of the clock will lio cleaned. 

In a recent leetiiro (ui the^ jMculiari 
Lies of tho ^V(■stllliu:;L(■r ^icai, clock, 
delivered by Edward Beckett .Bonison 
beforo the members of tbe British 
Horological Institute, it was stated 
that tbe dial' of tho clock is 22 feet iu 
iu diameter, the arc exactly '100 square 
feet, and tho fall of the weigb.t 175 
feet. There are live liolls for (diiniiuLi;, 
and the respecli<.-(! wei;_;lils id' the four 
smaller bells are -1 tons, yti huudretl- 
weight, 30 hundredweight aud 20 hun- 
dredweight. The weight of tho bai !- 
nier is -1 hundred weight. Il ought lo 
be ;j biindrcil weight, and until the bell 
evacked the hammer which wa.s in use 
did weigh S luiiidredweigbt. The 
winding up of tho g(jing part takes ten 
minutes, but tho winding up of tin 
striking parts — tho quarter jjart and 
tbe hour part — takes live hour.s oacli, 
and this baa to bo done twice a week. 
The error of the clock umeniuts to on- 
ly one second for eiglity-tlirei) days. 
The weight of tbe pendulum is tJSU 
pounds, and it can bo accelerated a 
second a day by putting on an 
ounce weight. The fissures on 
enamel transparent dial are 
feet iu length. 

Tbo work.s of tlio clock are in 
tlioroughgoiug repair, and tho frame- 
work bears tbe following inscription: 
'This clock made in tho year of cur 
Lord 185.1, by Frederick Ueut, of the 
St! and and Boyul l:].KchLUi;;e, cloidc- 
maker to the Queen, from ttie ilesign 
of Edmund Beckett Benison, il. C." 
Just above the elockroom is situatetl 
tbe bell tower, now undergoing re- 
pairs. In the centre hand's 13ig Ikn, 
Burroundod by tho four sn'alier bells id- 
ready alliid(..d to. The hell is bi an ifully 
chased, an.l bears an iuscriplion iirouiKl 
the lowor rim: "This bell, weighing R3 
tons, li hiuidredweiglit, lo pounds, wr.s 
cast by (ioorgo Mears, of Whiiechapol, 
for tbe clock of tbe Houses of Parliament, 
under tho direction of Eiimnnd Beckett 
Dcnisoii. Q. (;.,in the tw'enty-lirat je.ir 
of the reig:i ol (jiieeu ^'iolOifia, and iuiuo 
';ir of our Lord, 1S55." 
The fracture in the bell so much talked 
about is situated near the rim, nnd facr..^ 
St. Thomas' Ifospilal. It exteicls ioixl.c, 
njiward. A few years ago a piec j of u. vi- 
tal, measuring in length incijes wwC, \j 
inohes iu depth, was cut away 1.0 iireveuii 
vibration, 'iho bell'.- cireund'e.-en je i- 3i- 
aotly 21 foot, and its height feet G iucn- 
es. In 1852 tho Astronomer Itoyal de- 
(dined to have anything to do witli the 
bells, as he did not )irol. s i to uud. r-tiiiid 
them. In l.'^o.-i S:r 11 ild! (Ijoul Ll.m- 
ovei ) asked B ck' It. J)eni ..n lo lake a 
li oid iu them, and it w i> llnn arraiiLied 
that he, wi'li Sir C. W'he itsunie and Iho 
hue Ilev. \V. Taylor, i bouhl be refeie s. 
The great bell wdo cast llrst, but from 
some mismanagement ir c:uno out thi ker 
than tlio pi. ttern and two tons lii :i\i r 
than was inten.led, and it reipiired a chip- 
per twice as heavy iis was lecnoiied on be 
analogy to other bells.
